Hyaenic Meature* 
The day may come when we shall 
be ahi# to trace exactly th* connec­ 
tion between acne and th* maturing 
©roe*#*. Until we can, however, the 
best treatment of the condition must 
be based on sound hygienic meas­ 
ures, such es cleanliness and diet. 
In some eases, a reduction of th* 
fat in th# diet ie helpful. In others, 
reducing th# starchy foods and 
•urars gives the best result*. It 
teems that chocolate has a particu­ 
larly irritating effect on the fat 
glands, as do certain drugs, such as 
the iodides and bromides. Hence, in 
patients with acne, it is usually best 
to avoid these substance# com­ 
pletely. 
Where Blackheads Form 
In instances where many black­ 
heads form and there ia thickening 
of the skin around th* openings of 
the pores, the giving of large doses 
of vitamin A daily for several 
month* at a tim* may be beneficial. 
The correction of any long-con­ 
tinued disorder, such as a digestive 
disturbance, constipation, anemia, 
or malnutrition, and the removal of 


any infection in the teeth, tonsils, 
sinuses, or elsewhere in the body, 
are other measures of importance. 
Abundance of Sleep 
An abundance of sleep, fresh sir 
and exercise, of course, is to be rec­ 
ommended. 
The skin should be cleansed twice 
daily with a mild soap, but injury 
to the skin from rough rubbing is 
not desirable. Sulfur soaps available 
at drug etorea ar* often used and 
may be worthwhile. Th# doctor will 
suggest the kind to use. 
If the skin is quite oily, th* phy­ 
sician may advise drying lotions, 
such a* calamine, or an alcoholic 
suspension of sulfur and camphor. 
Thesa lotions are put on at night 
only. As a rule, it is better to start 
with a mild lotion and increase its 
strength if necessary. 
Ointment# Not «u»t»Kle 
In general, ointment* are not 
suitable for the treatment of acne. 
If, however, the skin is excessively 
dry and many blackheads ara pres­ 
ent, an ointment containing salicylic 
acid may be found useful. Th# 
squeezing of blackheads often doe# 
more ban 
than good. When pim­ 
ples contain pus, they should be 
opened—but only with cart. 
Ultraviolet ray treatment# hav* 
been found to be effective in dark- 
skinned persons. 
In stubborn cases of acne, it would 
appear that th# one form of treat­ 
ment of greatest value is the X-ray. 
However, X-ray treatments are not, 
es a rule, ad d ab le in the early 
teens or when the skin ie dry. Of 
course, such treatment* should be 
given by an expert, so that they will 
be properly employed.
